| ‘Attendance. —The average attendance of members of the District Committees has 
been fair considering the rig members living north of the Ganges have in attending 
at Monghyr and Bhagulpore. The Oommittees are reported to take an interest in the 
district work, and much aid is afforded by many of them undertaking the repairs of road 
in the portion of the district they reside in, The number of members not attending any 
mecting is small. 

6. The Branch Committees are reported to have worked well, and to have shewn an 
improvement over former years. The number of meetings held seems to me too small, 
averaging from five to six in the year: all members of Branch Committees live within a 
reasonable distance of the civil sub-division, and there should be no difficulty in havin 
meetings once a month; the few meetings held shew that the work was practically caeviel 
out by the Chairman. 

7. General state of roads.—There can be no doubt about the improvement that is 
yearly taking place; more system is auncek in repairs to all district roads ; new works are
